community," said the mayor in his 
statement. 

Baumunk indicated there was 
no doubt the Metro YMCA associa- 
tion intended to sell at least some of 
the property, which includes three 
campuses in unincorporated Lake 
Villa. 



Chicago association spokesper- 
son Nicole Leiter confirmed the 
plan to retain what local residents 
call the "community center." 

Hastings Lake Community 
Coalition spokesperson George 
Richter said, "This is. a step in the 
right direction. It is good news, but it 
is only part of the puzzle. 

"What happens to after school 
programs and camping," he asked. 

Leiter said the future of such 
programs was dependent on how 
the other portions of the property 
■ were to be used. She noted the east 
campus, where the community cen- 
ter sits, also contains other build- 
ings that might be adaptable. 

The news will not deter the 
coalition from its goal of acquiring 
the property and running it as an 
independent YMCA, Richter said. 

"We still feel an independent Y 
would flourish better than one run 
from outside the community," he 
reiterated. 

While acknowledging that 
Lindenhurst has no authority to tell 
the association it cannot sell its 
property, the mayor made it clear to 
the Chicago representatives that 
there are some uses of the land that 
are more desirable than others. 



"We talked about what we 
would like to see," said Baumunk. A 
corporate campus, or a gated com- 
munity such as the sort run by Del 
Webb, catering to those over 55, 
were among the options deemed 
acceptable. 

"This would not put a burden 
on our schools," the mayor noted. 

Lindenhurst is in a position to 
exert some influence on the future 
use of the property because, as the 
mayor pointed out, "any develop- 
ment that goes on has to come 
through this board." 

Baumunk said the future of the 
pool and fitness center were the 
only issues discussed in the meet- 
ing. He said the association repre- 
sentatives said the 50 employees at 
that facility would keep their jobs, 
and that a new executive director 
would be sought. 

According to Leiter, Cynthia 
Szybnski will serve as interim execu- 
tive director until the future of the 
facility is more certain. 

Former executive director Jim 
Scherer left Hastings Lake on the ' 
heels of the announced marketing. 
He is presently working in the same 
capacity at a YMCA in Wallingford, 
Conn.

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inter, and the less than ideal rid- 
ing conditions that come with it, 
can make enjoying one's passion 
for motorcycling a challenge. As 
with all things, preparation is the key. 

Christie Nielsen, of Nielsen Enterprises in 
Lake Villa, emphasizes safety. "Brightly colored 
clothing is important," she said. "Other 
motorists may be on the lookout for motorcy- 
clists in the summer, but they aren't looking as 
closely for them in the winter." 

Nielsen said there is a percentage of snow- 
mobile equipment that will crossover for 
motorcycles, but cautions that some will not. 

"Snowmobile gloves are warm, but they 
can be too thick for motorcycles. I've been rid- 
ing since I was 4 years old, and I like to feel the 
bike right there," said Nielsen, as she mimicked 
holding onto the handlebars. 

Nielsen recommended gloves that are 
both wind- and waterproof and that either 
have removable liners or can have liners added 
to them. 









The Omniglove, made by Fox, is one such 
glove that fits the bill. "Fox is a motocross com- 
pany that understands what it is to ride in com- 
fort and safety," she said. 

The glove is lightweight, waterproof, and 
thin. It has a removable and breathable liner 
that can be removed if the weadier warms up 
over the course of the ride. Additionally, it has 
a mini scraper on the thumb to remove minor 
condensation or precipitation. 

The recommended retail js under $50. Its 
downsize is that it runs a little small and tops 
out at a size large. 

The Monsoon glove by Olympia is another 
suitable option that runs around $40. It is a 
waterproof leather glove with a "Push-Pull" 
lining. Body moisture is "pushed" to the sur- 
face while Hyilrofll nylon "pulls" it through the 
outside. 

Though not known for its warmth, A 
DuPont Thermostat liner glove can be added 
without pushing the cost over $50. This mater- 
ial is also designed to move moisture away 
from the skin and dry quickly. 

Another solution to keeping the cold out is 
to plug in to the battery. Harley-Davidson 
offers jacket and pant liners as well as gloves 
that use the bike's battery to power evenly dis- 
tributed heating elements. 

The line ranges in price from $165-220. For 
an extra $100, a dual control thermostat is 



available that allows heat regulation on two 
separate garments independently. 

For those worried about being connected 
to the battery, heated handgrips are available 
by a couple different companies, including 
Harley, with prices that range from $85-225. 
Those who are mechanically challenged will 
need to plan on spending some extra money 
for installation. 

Winterizing the bike is also important. 

Warren's Inc., located in Round Like, 
offers a full line of services for American built 
motorcycles that includes finding and fixing 
parts for older bikes. Warren Heir, who's 
worked under his own shingle for 24 years, 
said, "I recommend a 5,000-mile tune up that 
includes changing all the fluids and gaskets. 
Additionally, I add a stabilizer to the gas." 

He said it's not necessary to take the bat- 
tery out of the bike if it is prevented from freez- 
ing. "If the bike is stored in say a poorly insu- 
lated, detached garage, it's wise to take the bat- 
tery out," said Heir. "Battery tenders are an 
excellent idea, too. I prefer the ones that have 
an electronic chip that won't overcharge the 
battery." 

Heir said many customers take advantage 
of the winter months to improve their bikes 
performance or otherwise customize their

The filmmakers were intrigued 
with bodi the novel and die 1972 
Russian film of "Solaris," precisely 
because there is room for interpreta- 
tion. James Cameron, producer here, 
and writer and director of "Titanic," 
allows, "This film takes you to the 
farthest reaches of the universe, and 
what you find there is yourself." In 
this regard it reminds us of "2001: A 
Space Odyssey." "The theme of pre- 
destination is crucial," says 
writer/director Steven Soderbergh 
("Traffic," "Erin Brockovich"). The 
notion of redemption appealed to 
him as well. And one character says 
in die film "There are no answers, 
only choices." 
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his animated, and loosely 
adapted, version of Robert 
Louis Stevenson's 
"Treasure Island," starts as 
a wonderful adventure but eventu- 
ally leaves viewers in a quandary. 
Jim Hawkins (Gordon-Levitt), a 
teenager who enjoys speed on his 
unique form of transport, has loved 
tales of adventurous hidden-trea- . 
sure hunts since he was a young 
boy. Now a restless teen, Jim has 
been brought home by authorities 
more than once. His single mother 
is worried about him. He helps her 
run a diner, in space, for traveling 
ships. Not spaceships, but ships in 
space with masts and sails, and 
bows and sterns. 

One night, a pirate (with not 
much swash left in his buckle) visits 
the inn and leaves a golden sphere, 
which gyrates into a map leading 
the way to the legendary Treasure 
Planet, where die "loot of a thou- 
sand worlds" is hidden. With the 
help of an old family friend, Dr. 
Doppler (Pierce), Jim secures a 
ship, the ILLS. Legacy (for Robert 
Louis Stevenson) to make the jour- 
ney. The motley crew is headed by 
the no-nonsense Captain Amelia 
(Thompson). John Silver (Brian 



Murray), the ship's cook, takes Jim < 
under his wing. And that's not the 
only thing he wants to take Jim for. 
It appears Silver and his cronies of 
marine-life misfit meanies are out 
to get that map. 

We have no quarrel with the 
lively storytelling or vibrant color 
palette splashed across the screen. 
Our question is where in time and' 
space are we? We feel rudderless. It 
seems in an attempt to be cutting 
edge contemporary, yet tell a time- 
less tale, Disney has muddied the 
water and scuttled the spaceship at 
the same time. Why not simply set 
the story in the "near future" with 
all the attendant cyborgs and space 
transports? 

In an attempt to perhaps be 
incredibly imaginative, die film- 
makers have instead produced an 
unimaginative piece. Unfortunate, 
since directors Clements and 
Musker brought us "The Little 
Mermaid" and "Aladdin." There's, 
nothing to recommend "Treasure 
Planet" to anyone over the age of 5. 
And that's a shame, given its source 
material, which is very thinly 
scratched. It would be wonderful to 
glean a new interpretation of the 
telling of a classic tale.

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bikes. "This covers a wide gamut of things," he 
said. "I put a lot of cams in and change the 
exhaust and carburetors as well as porting 
heads." 

Heir explained that porting heads is open- 
ing them up so they breathe better. "It takes 
more air and fuel to make a bike nm up to its 
full potential," he said. "There's lots of horse- 
power hiding in those heads once someone 
knows what they are doing." 

As an added benefit, Heir offers free pick- 
up and delivery (within an area of his discre- 
tion) from late October through the end of 
January. Additionally, he discounts the cost of 
his labor during that time period from 5-20 
percent depending on the size of the job. 

As with Warren's, Midwest Choppers Inc., 
located in Antioch, offers services for 
American-made bikes including engine work, 
customizing and chroming. Heated storage is 
available there with access available on 24- 
hour notice. 

Known previously as • Boone's Cycle 
Service, Dan "Boone" Kearns opened under 
the new name and is riding on the resurgence 
of popularity of chopper-style motorcycles. 

"We have a manufacturers license and can 
build bikes from the ground up," said Kearns. 
"A lot of riders want something that is truly 
unique and building one from scratch is die 
way to go. Choppers are coming back in a big 

ii 

way. 

Kearns said most have an idea of what they 
would like to have, and he can guide them 
through the process, show diem options and 
help them decide what will work best for them. 
A bike planned in the winter months may well 
be ready to ride for next year's peak season. 

The new choppers are reputed to be 
extremely comfortable and easy to control. 
This isn't like the-'GOs," said Kearns. "Today, 
everything is scientifically figured out. We 
don't just throw a big front end on whatever 
bike is sitting around like the old days." 

Kearns said it really doesn't take too long 
to build a bike from scratch, though indicated 
it can be expensive depending on the specifi- 
cations of the motorcycle. 

"Adding chrome adds a lot die look of a 
bike," he said. "Getting parts chromed is a 
good winter project because it takes a couple 
of weeks, for turn-around. It's a complicated 
process. There's a copper coat and nickel coat 
and a lot of polishing involved. The bike has to 
come apart." 

Not all customizing takes that long, and 
can be as simple as replacing stock mirrors or 
foot pegs with "after market" parts. Shops like 
Warren's and Midwest Chopper have catalogs 
with thousands of pages of parts and equip- 
ment and both are willing to let customers 
browse and make special orders.

"Many people don't think about truly cus- 
tomizing their seats or saddlebags," said Bob 
"Alligator Bob" Martin of Advanced Custom 
Design in Lake Villa. 

Martin is known for his top-quality crafts- 
manship .enhanced by exceptional quality 
leathers and a variety of exotics. "Almost all 
seatsj whether stock or after market, are vinyl 
and not even leather at all," he said, adding 
diat this is done to because the elements will 
ruin many leathers, j 

"I order all my hides from a Scotland 
Tannery that is over 100-years-old," he 
said. "They inject the leathers with wax and 
oils as part of the tanning process and this 
totally protects the leather. They just don't 
do that here." 

He added that when the leather is dyed, it's 
done in a drum so the entire thickness is uni- 

- 

family colored and not just the surface. "A 
scratched area does, of course, look different 
but it's not taking die color off." 

Martin said the real benefits from getting a 
truly custom seat is diat he pours the "pan" 
(the foundation of the seat) right on the bike so 
it is an exact fit to the bike, and that he can alter 

the construction to bring die silting position 
•either forward or backward depending on the 
height and size of the rider. Additionally, he 
uses Pro Pad, a viscoelastic dry polymer that 
will never harden, leak or crack. 

"This material was developed in the med- 
ical field for people who are wheelchair bound 
so there are no pressure points and nothing 
gets numb," said Martin. "I can also just 
uncover a stock or after market seat and add 
this pad." 

His web site, www.alligatorbob.com, is 
comprised of 150 pages showing samples of 
his work, hides and exotics. "The important 
thing to know is all of my seats and saddlebags 
are one of a kind. I have no inventory of any 
one design," he said.

(Seafood Salad with Shrimp, Calamari, Fennel and Celery) 



2 1/2 cups water 

1/4 tsp. fresh or dried thyme 

1 bay leaf 

2 Tbl. white wine vinegar 
6 to j3 black peppercorns 

1 lb. fresh or frozen shelled shrimp (about 
1 1/3 lb. unshelled) 



1 lb. fresh or frozen calamari rings 
3 stalks celery 
1 fennel bulb 

3 Tbl. freshly squeezed lemon juice 

4 Tbl. extra-virgin olive oil 

Fine salt and freshly ground black pepper 



Pour 2 to 2 1/2 cups cold water into a medium-sized saucepan. Add the thyme, bay leaf, vinegar 
and peppercorns. Bring the water to a boil over high heat. 

Drop the seafood into the boiling liquid, stirring with a wooden spoon. Bring the liquid back to a 
boil, lower the heat to medium and simmer for 10 minutes, stirring occasionally. 

Dice the celery and fennel bulb and combine them in a serving bowl. Dress them with the lemon 
juice, oil, salt and plenty of pepper. 

Drain the seafood through a sieve or colander and let it cool to room temperature. Discard the bay 
leaf and peppercorns. Add the seafood to the bowl with the diced vegetables and toss thoroughly. 

Let the salad sit for 15 minutes so the seafood can absorb the lemon Juice and oil. Serve at room 
temperature or chilled. You can refrigerate this salad in a sealed container for up to 24 hours. (Serves 
six. Room temperature or chilled)

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Lawn, it's ' Chance of a lifetime

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It's the Super Bowl of triathlons, and Lake 
Villa resident Tom Lawn will be there. 






Lake Villa resident Tom Lawn com- 
petes in the inaugural Ironman 
Wisconsin Triathlon held in Madison, 
Wis. By virtue of finishing third in his 
class, the 54-year-old Lawn has qual- 
ified for the 2003 World 
Championships, which will be held 
Oct. 18, 2003 in Kailua-Kona, Hawaii. 



After finishing third out of over 90 com- 
petitors in his age group (age 50-54) at a qual- 
ifying race in Madison, Wis., Lawn has quali- 
fied for the 2003 Ironman Triathlon in Kona, 
Hawaii. 

"This is the ultimate triathlon," said Lawn. 
"It's an accomplishment just to complete 
one." 

The Ironman Triathlon consists of three 
parts: a 2.4-mile swim, a 112-mile bike race 
and a 26.2-mile run (the equivalent of a 
marathon). 

Lawn completed the swim in one hour, 1 2 
minutes, his bike ride took five-and-a-half 
hours and his marathon took four hours, 25 
minutes. 

There are 14 qualifying races throughout 
the world, including four in North America. 
Approximately 1,800-2,000 people compete in 
each race, and between 80-100 people qualify 
for the finals in Hawaii. The field at Kona is 
limited to just 1,500 competitors. 

"I knew I could finish, but I never thought 
I'd qualify for Hawaii," said Lawn. 

"Qualifying to compete with the top 4- 
percent of Ironmen in the world is just 
a bonus. 



Lawn's training runs year-round as he 
competes in triathlons throughout the spring, 
summer and fall and he takes up competitive 
cross-country skiing in the winter. 

To train for triathlons, Lawn normally 
swims five or six miles per week, bikes 200- 
250 miles per week and runs 20-30 miles per 
week. • 

"I love the preparing and the training," 
said Lawn. "The journey to get there is half the 
fun." 

Lawn also has to stick to a high-protein, 

high carbohydrate diet prior and during each 
race. 

"During the Ironman race, you burn 
about 10-12,000 calories," said Lawn. "You 
have to take in about half that just to make it 
through the race." 

Most importantly, Lawn has a strong sup- 
port structure in place to help him train and 
compete. 

"My son Chris and my wife Sue provide a 
lot of support and they also train with me," 
said Lawn. "And even though he wasn't com- 
"peting, Chris walked across the finish line with 
me in Madison." 

Lawn will continue his regimen over the 
next 11 months in preparation for the 
Ironman Competition in Kona, Hawaii on 
Oct. 10, 2003. 

"It's quite an honor," said Lawn. "It's a 
once-in-a-lifetime thing."

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The Lake County Board passed a fiscal 
year 2003 operating budget of $360,302,401, a 
3.6 percent increase over last year. 

This year's budget process emphasized 
reviewing all expenditures to determine justi- 
fication for funding, and budget officials rec- 
ommended that some programs should be 
subject to funding cuts, while others received 

modest increases and most remained status 
quo. 

"We carefully examined our expenditures 
to assure that this year's budget is conservative 
enough to meet our nation's and county's cur- 
rent economic conditions. While at the same, 
time, we will continue to offer quality public 
services and maintain public safety," said Lake 
County Board Chairman Suzi Schmidt. 

Although the board limited authorizing 
new programs in 2003, they did authorize sev- 
eral new or expanded programs based on an 




evaluation process that assigns points on the 
basis of the county's needs and merits of the 
proposed program. New budget requests also 
needed to identify a revenue stream, such as 
grant funding, service fees or some other 
funding source. 

New programs include hiring an addition- 
al planner to improve the permit process and 
replacing technology equipment and pro- 
grams to streamline processes. Additionally, 
the Coroner's and Public Defender's Offices 
will each add a new position to cover increas- 
ing caseloads in their respective offices. The 
Public Defender received a grant to fund the 
new position. 

Board members also approved an 
increase in election judge pay and enhanced 
the compensation for jurors. Also, it approved 
a program to place stream gauges in the coun- 
ty's watersheds to monitor potential flooding.

Coalition tries to rally support for its bid to purchase the 
Hastings Lake YMCA property from the YMCA of 
Metropolitan Chicago. 

The coalition, comprised of former members of the Hastings - 
Lake YMCA board, submitted a letter of intent to the Chicago board, 
with a bid the association characterized as "substantially" below 
both the appraised value of $12 million and an unsolicited bid from 
another party. 

Although the other bidder has not been identified, popular spec- 
ulation is that it is a residential developer. 

The coalition has found several banking institutions interested in 
providing loans for a portion of the purchase, assuming the Chicago 
association eventually accepts a bird in the hand, rather than waiting 
for the two in the bush. 

. • •• 

Contingencies, such as annexation for water and sewer service 
and zoning restrictions, may delay any positive movement b * 
developer, or may even deter it permanently. 

According to George Richter, spokesperson for the coalition, the : 
group would need at least $2 million in private contributions to aug- 
ment the amount institutional lenders are willing to offer. 

The coalition is confident of the Hastings Lake YMCA's ability to 
maintain itself and the resultant debt service if the bid is accepted, 
but without private contributions, the effort is moot. 

Geographically, Hastings Like Y has the largest service area in 
Lake County. From its base located between Lindenhurst and Lake 
Villa, Hastings fans out in all directions. The service area includes the 
Antioch area, Fox Lake-Ingleside, Grnndwood Park, Gages Lake- 
VVildwood, part of Gumee and Grayslake, where a state-of-the-art 
fitness center operates as a branch. 

In the past few weeks, many people have expressed dismay at 
the potential loss of after school programs, camping programs, an' 
equestrian program and a swimming team. Many have recalled how 
they and their parents and their children all learned to swim at the 
00-year-old camp. 

There are two ways to raise $2 million: someone can step for- 
ward with a contribution of $2 million, or each of the families that 
care about the future of the Hastings Lake camps can contribute a 
fraction of that amount. The latter is more likely — and more 
attainable, if the community wills it. 

We endorse the efforts of the coalition to save Hastings Lake as 
an independent YMCA. We also exhort the community to add purse 
strings to heartstrings. '■

n undertaking to build a new fire station is turning into a 
project to create a regional emergency training center that 
could become a model for preparing emergency workers to 
h-deal with terrorist attacks. 
Spurred by mounting interest in homeland security, the expand- 
ed facility for the Wauconda Fire Dept. rapidly is being seen by fire 
and police officials as a training site and command center for 
responding to natural and man-made disasters. 

The emergency training center would be established with the fire 
station already earmarked for construction with the purchase for 
$407,500 of 20 acres by the Wauconda Fire Dept. Congressman Phil 
Crane (R-Oth) already is moving to include appropriations for federal 
funds for the opportunity to aid the war on terrorism. 

! Jim Schultz, director of the Like County Emergency 
Management Agency, sees the center located at Volo filling the gap 
in specialized emergency training, particularly in the area of chemi- 
cal and biological emergencies. The facility is envisioned to have a 
heliport, classrooms and a communications center besides room for 
traditional firefighting and rescue service. 

An emergency training and staging center is a concept that is in 
its infancy. There are only a few other centers in the U.S. that resem- 
ble the plans for the west Lake County site. 

The facility at Volo, envisioned to serve northeastern Illinois and 



southern Wisconsin, without doubt would become a prototype.

Considering the impor- 
tance of public safety, though, he 
might be hitting below the belt 
when he compares the cost of 
operating prisons ($21,000 a year 
per adult, $50,000 per juvenile) to 
annual per pupil expenditures run- 
ning from a low of $4 ,000 in 
Illinois to $17,000. 

Still, the Illinois ranking on 
accepted national measurements is 
dismal — 48th for funding provided 
by the state, 49th in revenue differ- 
ence between the highest and low- 
est poverty districts, 34th in the 
local tax burden as a percent of 
personal income. * 

Schiller has loads of support 
when he states that current public 
school funding is too inadequate 
and inequitable to improve 
achievement levels. 

Not so surprising, as a profes- 
sional educator Schiller insists that 
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more money is necessary to pro- 
vide the children of Illinois with an 
adequate education. And even 
more money, Schiller has stated 
publically, will be needed to help 
students from low income families 
catch up and keep pace. 

What grates the nerves of hard- 
working taxpayers is the call for 
more school money when little or 



nothing is being done to institute 
changes and reforms that don't 
involve huge increases in education 
expenditures. Try these for size: 

Year-around operation, open- 
ing up teaching positions to non- 
certified yet qualified persons, 
expand the voucher system, 
enhance parental involvement, 
reduce administrative bureaucracy, 
extend impact fee requirements to 
unincorporated areas, empower 
classroom teachers, put the brakes 
on Tax Increment Financing (TIF) 
that rob the schools of tax revenue. 

Private and parochial schools 
stretch their dollars in unbelievable 
ways by getting parents involved in 
education. Redirecting a culture 
where eveiy social ill is dumped in 
the lap of the public schools won't 
be easy, but the savings of parents

assuming their responsibilities 
would be enormous.

So, Blagojevich made a great first 
impression by naming his bi-partisan transi- 
tion team.

Mainly, Blagojevich is supporting 
reforms of the tollway system. If he is suc- 
cessful at that, his first impressions will 
become lasting and favorable.

President James "Pate" Philip has been 
the principal stumbling block to reforming 
the tollway agency. Of course, he loses his 
presidency of the Senate when the 
Democrats take control in January. His 
brother Art, the aforementioned chairman of 
the tollway authority, may lost some of his 

clout, too. 

I'm sure that there will be more substan- 
tive issues that Governor-elect Blagojevich 
will raise before he takes office to show the 
citizens of Illinois that he intends to change 
the way business is done in Springfield. The 
main theme of his political campaign was to 
clean up What has earned Springfield the 



unenviable title of "corrupt capital of the 
midwest." If he cart elevate himself to 
become a true moral leader and reform the 
political system in state government, he will 
gain a legion of followers. 

On balance, I believe that Blagojevich is 
starting out on the right foot and I believe 
diat he will live up to the challenges ahead.

It's a time of family get-togethers, turkey-cranberry-pumpkin pie 
feasts, and the giving of thanks for our many blessings. 

We remember then the hearty settlers of Plymouth Rock fame, 
who endured numerous hardships to settle a new land. But in the 
midst of their trials, they stopped to give thanks and feast with 
friends after the first year's harvest. 

Although their material goods weren't plentiful, they were thankful to be alive 

and have a goodly harvest. They set an American tradition which has been fol-

lowed throughout the years. 

Family Traditions 

- 1 remember Thanksgiving at Grandma's farm, where we went to celebrate 
each year. We rode the 40 miles in an unheated car, putting our feet on heated 
soap stones wrapped in blankets and on the warm roasting pan of turkey or 
chicken Mother had cooked for the festive dinner. Although we were traveling by 
auto, we children always sang, "Over the River and Through the Woods." Our 
voices rang merrily through all the verses and then on to other songs as we passed 
the time until we reached the long laneway to Grandma's Trails End Farm. 
Cranberries a Native Food 

Thanksgiving without cranberries is almost unthinkable. The early 
Massachusetts settlers found them growing among the Cape Cod bogs. We 
Americans have continued to include them when we serve turkey for a holiday 
meal. 

These ruby berries had been used for many years by the Indians. "Ibimi" 
berries, the natives called them. 

The settlers referred to them as "craneberries." Some say it was because the 
bud and stem resembled the neck and head of a crane. Others maintain it was 
because the cranes living on Cape Cod ate these berries. Still others called them 
"bounce" berries because some people bounced the berries against a hard sur- 
face to test their ripeness. 

For a tasty CRANBERRY MOLD, cook 1 pound fresh cranberries in 2 cups 
water for 5-10 minutes, until the berries have popped their skins (the sign that 
they're done). '. 

Strain through a fine sieve. Press the pulp through with the juice. Then stir in 



2 cups sugar and boil for 3 minutes. 

Pour the mixture into a 1 quart mold. Keep 
in the refrigerator several hours, until it has set. 
Unmold at serving time. .

2 cups water; bring to boiling point over high heat. Reduce heat; simmer, cov- 
ered, 20 minutes. Press cranberries and liquid through food mill or colander; 
then strain, to remove seeds. Bring cranberry puree to boiling point; boil, 
uncovered, 3 minutes. Add sugar and salt; boil 2 minutes. Pour into a 3 cup 
mold. Refrigerate for 5 hours or until firm. To unmold carefully loosen edge 
with knife and turn qut onto dish. 8-10 servings.

bag (or tie cheese cloth bundle with kitchen string); add to cranberries.

SHARE WORK GOALS TO GET REFERRALS 

By Scott T. Fleischmatm 

It is common knowledge that more people arc hired 
through referrals than through anjt other method. 
However, many of tho.se who are looking for a new job do 
not know how to take advantage of this technique. 
The key to being referred by family members, friends, and 
even friends of friends, Is to be willing to share work goals 
with everyone. Although this may be uncomfortable al 
first, It does not need to be self-serving. In fact, those who 
are looking for jobs arc looking to better an organization 
by contributing the skills and experience to help an organ- 
ization meet its goals. 

The first step In getting more referrals Is to have a clear 
picture of the desired job. Those who do not have this 
clear perception risk giving others confused information. 
The Imaging process can be as simple as closing your eyes 
and picturing yourself In the desired position. 

Try to visualize everything about the position. See the 
tasks that you're doing and the environment that you arc 
working in. If you are working Inside, picture what is out- ( - 
side the building. Picture co-workers, vendors, customers 
and managers. Identify your supervisor's management 
style. Keep asking deeper questions until you feel like you 
know everything possible about this perfect job. 

Once you have the clear Image, write down the details 
that might Interest others. For example, someone who 
would like to move to a different location would want to 
share that information with others. Family and friends will 
be curious about that. It will be a good starting point for a 
discussion about career goals. 

However, those who are not relocating need to look for 
good openings to begin these conversations. Think about 
your conversations with friends and relatives. What are the 
topics discussed? How can you transition from those top- 
ics to the job search? How are those topics and the job 
search related? Once that conversation Is started, details 
about why one desires a job change and what one Is seek- 
ing can be shared. 

One technique thai has worked well for a friend is to ask 
people about the company for which they work. Ask what 
they like about the organization. What would they like to 
change? What docs the company look for In new employ* 
ees? Once he or she has described the company, share 
your goals. Then ask if this organization might meet those 
objectives, 

The most important details are those related to the type 
of work that you want, the skills that you have developed 
and the type of company for which you would like to 
work. This information needs to be. shared so that others 
gain the clear Image that you have already developed. That 
information Is the basis that others will use to recommend 
you for a job. 

There are many resources to use In finding the next job. 
However; referrals are one of the best. By developing a 
clear Image of the desired job, Identifying transition topics 
and overcoming the fear of sharing that Information, many 
have been referred for great jobs.
